I have been thinning out my collection of transformer company radios 
(Stancor and Thordarson) and these two are next to go. I have included the 


addresses of jpegs. 


The ST-204 was apparently a prototype that appears to be set up with a 
future bandswitch in mind. There is no Support wiring or any indication that 
something was removed. It is currently crystal controlled with a single tank 
coil. I'm guessing that the bandswitch position may have been a PR thing 
that was sometimes used as advanced advertising before a product was put on 
the market. I also have the ST-202 and ST-203-A transmitters which are 
completely different. 


The DC-3 appears to be a mobil hf radio possibly used by the police. It is 
shock mounted and cute. No tubes for this one but it was obviously a 
production rig and there should be some info on the tubeout somewhere.

I acquired this COLLINS 75S-1 RECEIVER as a parts rig. However upon 
close examination I came to the conclusion that it would be a shame to 
part it out since I feel that it could be brought back to useful ans 
servicable status with just a few common and relatively inexpensive 
parts and a bit of work. You could find all the parts easily in the 
rec.radio.boatanchors newsgroup or Collins Collectors Association Mail 
Reflector or Website. I will provide the info on these sources to the 
buyer. This would be a good project radio for someone who has some 
basic radio repair skills and wants a good Collins radio receiver 
without spending a lot of money. Cosmetically speaking it would need 
very little to make it look very nice. 


There is no evidence of "butchering" and hacking of components. 
Everything appears to be original and I do not see any obvious signs 
of excess heat, modifications or repairs. 


Unfortunately time constraints prevent me from doing this in the 
foreseeable future so if YOU have some basic skills and some time to 
look for the missing parts and to do the work you will have a fine 
early COLLINS 'S'-Line receiver for your efforts.

Peter or all: I'm on a team here at Collins that is trying to work out 
the 

details of Amelia Earhart's last flight. We are using reported signal 
strengths, 

transmitter power, antenna records and simulation to try to reconstruct 
the probable path of the last flight. The Coast Guard cutter Itasca 
and Earhart's plane both had the same receiver. The flying 

version was the RCA AR-60, and the Coast Guard version 


was named the CG-60. Does your association have any records or any 
contacts about such a receiver? We have some general information 

on it, such as 24 tubes, and cost over $1000 in the early '30s. These 
receivers were apparently part of the world-wide communication links 
set up by RCA and governments in the 30's. 


Leads, hints or just warm rumors would be helpful, and I will follow up 
on 
them. 
Is there some way I can post or submit a query to any RCA (or follow-on 


enterprise) retiree list, group or newsletter? I've already checked the 


military 

listings on the VARA site, and didn't see anything promising. Many 
radio museums, collector's sites, and historical societies have been 
contacted already. You sound like the closest source we could ever 
imagine for information, if any remains. 


We have actually located a person that owns one, but he is taking 

an inordinate amout of time to restore it. He is 86, and we wonder 

if it will ever get done. The prize would be if 

we could actually borrow a receiver to perform some tests on 

it, mainly sensitivity, s/n ratios, bandwidths, etc. We offered to 
perform some service for him he couldn't do himself, such as chrome 
plating the chassis, or whatever. We have some pretty deep roots here 
at Collins, similar to those at RCA. We haven't been able to secure the 


owner's permission. 


I've contacted various restoration groups and museums around 

the world, and have had plenty of responses, all in the negative 
about information on this receiver. Any luck at your end? 

Thanks for your attention, and certainly pass this request around 
if you think it would do any good.

Hey gang... 


Long time since I've posted here as I've been really busy, but do we know 
what the original MFP was? (chemical composition?) 


Reason I ask is that recently I restored a gun stock for a WWII-era Russian 
Mosin-Nagant rifle (my other hobby) where I used a dark-colored shellac 
(de-waxed garnet). The color on a steel plate was extremely close to the 
MFP I've seen used in the gear I have. You could probably experiment with 
the different shades they've got to duplicate what you need. 


Now, shellac isn't a great choice for MFP, as water vapor will eventually 
destroy it. But how many of us use/keep gear in extremely humid 
environments? On the other hand, shellac is easy to buy (www.shellac.net), 
easy to use as you just dissolve it in alcohol, and easy to apply with a 
brush. Better yet, you can re-dissolve it down the line with more alcohol.
